THE USE OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
BULLS FOR GRADING UP HERDS 


[An address delivered by Prof. H. H. 
H. Wing, Dept. of Animal Husbandry, 
Cornell Agricultural College, at the 
entertainment of the breeders attend- 
ing the Mid-Winter Sale, by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Club of New 
York, Jan. 24, 1912.] 

In appearing before you tonight, I 
Wish to take direct issue with the 
President of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America for the follow- 
ing statement which was contained 
in his annual report of June last, con- 
cerning the use of purely bred bulls 
on grade cows. He said: 

“Thousands of our surplus bulls are 
sold each year to persons who are 
engaged in breeding up their herds. 
This practice has heretofore received 
the approval of a large portion of our 
membership, but I believe it should 
be discouraged. We could better af- 
ford to spend $20,000 per annum to 
veal those creatures, and if I could 








control, I would not allow a pure-bred 
bull to serve an unregistered cow. 
This is a ‘penny wise and pound fool- 
ish’ practice. For temporary gain 
we incur the risk of losing the indi- 
viduality of the breed by a mingling 
with other breeds to our great harm, 
at the same time multiplying oppor- 
tunities for fraud.” 

In opposition to this idea of the 
President of the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association, I wish to quote 
from one of the greatest authorities 
in America on the grading and im- 
provement of live stock, namely, Dean 
Eugene Daverport of the University 
of Illinois. I quote from his book 
“Principles of Breeding” as follows: 

“The great business of all pure- 
bred herds is the production of sires, 
and the country ought to be indus- 
triously campaigned in the interest of 
‘placing’ sires for grading purposes. 
If they cannot be sold, let them be 
rented, or in some way gotten at 
work. Let there be co-operation be- 
tween breeders, even between breeds, 
for the placing of sires. Let sales- 
men cover the country as ‘doagents of 
machinery, and sell sires on some 
terms.” 

I am well aware that most breeders 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle consider 
the ‘bulls as a more or less surplus 
article. The records of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association show that only 
about one-half as many males are 
recorded as females in the herd-book, 
yet undoubtedly fully as many males 
as females are born. Whatever may 
be said to the contrary, the function 
of the pure-bred animal and the dtuy 
of the breeder of purely bred animals 
is.the improvement of common stock 
of the country and this must be 
largely through the use of purely 
bred sires on common grade females. 
That this is necessary no one will 
deny. The records of the census of 
1910, the last available, show that the 
average cow in the United States 
produced in the census year, 3604 
pounds of milk. The average cow in 
the State of New York produced 43- 
78 pounds of milk. If the milk be 
sold at $1.50 per cwt., or if it be made 
into butter and the butter sold at 35 
cents per pound, or if it be made in- 
to cheese and the cheese sold at 13 


cents per pound, the gross return in 
either case will be very close to 
$65.00. At the lowest calculation, for 
food and interest and depreciation on 
investment, it will cost at least 
$55.00 to support a cow for a year, 
leaving $10.00 for the labor return to 
the owner. I think you will all con- 
cede that this is a very modest re- 
turn indeed for the labor of feeding, 
Lyon of Bainbridge 2 or 3 years ago. 
year. The common cow of the coun- 
try needs improvement. How are you 
going to do it? 

I would say, by going directly 
counter to the advice of the President 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America and getting as many good, 
pure-bred bulls as possible into com- 
mon herds. it should not _ require 
proof to show that such a practice 
would result in improved production 
by heifers sired in such a way but for 
those who need proof, it can be sup- 
plied from many sources. A typical 
case is that reported by Mr. H. H. 
Lyon, of Bainbridge 2 or 3 years ago. 
Mr. Lyon had the enterprise to make 
a census of the cows supplying the 
milk to the Bainbridge creamery. He 
found that the herds supplying this 
creamery could be very readily classi- 
fied into grade herds containing all or 
nearly all grade cows and into com- 
mon herds containing few or'no grade 
cows. There were, I believe, only a 
very few purely bred cows in the 
number. Of the 1734 cows supplying 
milk to the Bainbridge creamery, 922 
cows were in grade herds and 802 
were in common herds. This is a 
sufficiently large member to give a 
good basis for generalization. The 
average yield of the 922 grade cows 
was 4978 pounds of milk. Of the 802 
common cows, it was 3583 pounds of 
milk or a difference of 1395 pounds of 
milk in favor of the grade cows. The 
milk was worth at the creamery to 
the producer, almost exactly $1.50 
per cwt. This would give in round 
numbers, $21 more gross return for 
the grade cows than for the common 
cows. The owners of the grade cows 
were a little more enterprising than 
the owners of the common cows and 
fed their cows more liberally. As a 
matter of fact, to the extent of $1.00 
more feed. thus leaving $20.60 for the

gross return of each one of the 922 
cows in excess of what it would have 
been if these cows had not been sir- 
ed by purely bred bulls. What does 
this mean when applied in dollars 
and cents to the case of the purely 
bred bull? 

All of you know that in trying to 
sell a bull to a farmer for grade pur- 
poses, the cost is always objected to. 
If a cow will yield $20.00 more than 
her mother did each year of her life 
because she was sired by a purely 
bred bull and her average productive 
life is 5 years, she would produce 
then $100 more in her life time be- 
cause she was sired by a purely bred 
bull. $100 I am told, is a rather go- 
ing price for a good ten months to 
yearling purely bred bull fit to do this 
sort of work. It seems to me that 
you would be entirely safe in putting 
it up to the prospectice purchaser in 
this way; namely, that if he pays 
$100 for a bull, he has only to 
get from him one heifer calf as good 
as the average of those supplying the 
Ba‘nbridge creamery and his bull is 
paid for. 

In going about the country and 
meeting the breeders of pure bred 
stock, I hear more or less about the 
small demand for purely bred bulls. 
I am wondering to what extent the 
breeders of pure bred cattle are res- 
ronsihle for this small demand. Do 
you expect that there will be a de- 
mand before you have done anything 
to create a demand? In other words, 
why not advertise purely bred bulls 
in the same way that you advertise 
females? This sale, that we are all 
here to attend, like most other sales 
of its kind, is composed largely of fe- 
males, There is a good demand for 
females. It:has come largely through 
advertising. It has come through 
sales of th's sort and its predecessors. 
Twenty years azo there was nothing 
like the demand for females.that there 
is now. If the merchandising of 
bulls had received the same attention

that the merchandising of females 
has done, is it not fair to suppose that 
the demand would be, at any rate, 
very much greater than it is at pres- 
ent. Most pure bred breeders are 
ambitious to sell their females. Com- 
paratively few, in my experience, are 
ambitious to become Known as breed- 
ers of good, high-class serviceable 
bulls. Is not the latter as worthy an 
ambition as the former and in the 
long run, is it not likely to prove just 
as renumerative? Every time you, 
as breeders, sell a female to a new 
customer, you create a competitor, if 
not at once, at Jeast within a few 
years. Every time you sell a good, 
purely bred male to go into a grade 
herd, you make a customer for his 
successor and for numerous others in 
his neightorhood. Is it not your du- 
ty, as an association of Holstein- 
Friesian breeders, to do everything 
in your power to create a demand for 
what, up till now has been your real 
surplus product? Is not- careful ad- 
vertising of this product as likely to 
yield as good a return as careful ad- 
vertising of anything else? 


We never heard anything about a 
strong demand for shredded wheat 
‘biscuit until the enterprising owners 
of that commodity put before us, in 
the pages of the magazines and in 
the street cars, its merits, in glowing 
terms and handsome pictures. I do 
not recall that I ever detected the 
odor of spearmint pepsin gum on the 
lips of a farmer or breeder until after 
I had seen those arrow heads in the 
street cars. 


I would like to come to Syracuse to 
attend a sale of 200 purely bred Hol- 
stein-Friesian ‘bulls that should find 
a market in the common herds w’th- 
out going outside of Onondaga and 
the adjoining counties. I am confi- 
dent that this thing can be carried to 
a successful issue. I put it up to you 
as Holstein-Friesian breeders in cen- 
tral New York, to carry it out. 


MENDEL’S LAWS AND HOLSTEIN. 
FRIESIAN BULLS. 


In a recent attempt to emphasize 
the value of Holstein-Friesian bulls, 
I got involved in discussing Mendel’s 
Laws and Hybridization. About four 
years ago I came into the possession 
of a large and valuable book on 
Variation, Heredity, and Evolution, 
the author, R. H. Lock, M. A. Cam- 
bridge, England. This work treats 
extensively of Mendel’s Laws and 
other principles of breeding. It has 
led me to change many of my former 
views on this subject. Mendel’s Laws 
as set forth in this work unravel at 
leat to me, the mysteries of breeding. 
Its illustrations and accounts of ex- 
periments are confined to the breed- 
ing of plants and mice. But they 
have confirmed to me as never be 
fore, the marvelous value of Holstein- 
Friesian bulls. j 

After dwelling for many pages. on 
Mendelism the author gives an ac- 
count of experiments made and re- 
ported in a work of Mr. R. H. Biffin, 
on the imvrovement of cereals, par- 
ticularly of what a work which he 
says “exhibits an extraordinary con- 
trast in po’nt of scientific exactness 
with everything of the kind which has 
been previously undertaken.” Further 
on, he continues “Biffin found the fol- 


lowing’ pa‘rs of characters among 
others exhibited simple Mendelian 
phenom‘nal. In the list below, the 


variety of what placed first ,being in 
each case the dominant:” 

Beardless ears, Bearded ears,

generations a pure rust-free strain,” 
(of wheat) containing any other de- 
sired quality which is similarly cap- 
able of definite inheritance, can be. 
produced.” 

My own observation, experience and 
correspondence with breeders of dairy 
cattle confirms as I have said the 
value of Holstein-Friesian bulls. They 
seem to be dominant for quality of 
milk production on such cattle. As 
an illustration which doubtless many 
others have observed the old com- 
mon or native cow of Central N. Y. 
forty years ago by crossing with a 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian bull pro- 
duced in case the offspring ‘was a fe- 
male, a milker that gave nearly or 
quite double the quantity of milk that 
her dam gave while at the same time 
she retained the quality of milk of 
that old fashioned cow. A single ex- 
periment of my own of crossing a 
purebred Holstein-Friesian bull on a 
pure bred Jersey cow gave similar 
surprising results. The product of 
this cow was a heifer which when I 
owned her without much care gave 
a quality of milk well up to that pro- 
duced by Jersey cows. I sold her to 
a neighbor who owned a_ herd of 
twenty-five cows most of which were 
pure-tred Holstein-Friesian cows, the 
others, grades of this breed. In the 
presence of this animal (I cannot tell 
how long after), when she was dying 
of milk fever that owner said to me 
“She is the best cow I ever owned.” 
Crosses similarly made on grade Jer- 
seys by a breeder and milk dealer at 
that time in Virginia wrote to me in 
confirmation of similar results under 
his own immediate observation. How 
such results ‘were brought about were 
myster‘ous to me until recently I have 
further studied Mendel’s Laws. 

If the akove observations are cor- 
rect what might we not expect if 


dairymen generally should carefully 
study Mendel’s Laws and come to the 
like conclusions? Would not the sale 
of meritious MHolstein-Friesian bulls 
be vastly incerased and would they 
not go from breeder to breeder as long 
as they were capable of getting stock? 
Let me suggest to all breeders of pure 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, especially to 
our association, the wisdom of in- 
creasing as early as possible its list of 
standard bulls. A bull becomes stan- 
dard on four heifers that produce rec- 
ords that admit them to Advanced 
Registry. In my opiion it would be 
good policy for it to offer for one or 
both of its classes of cows under three 
and a half years old a special list of 
prizes and have two seven-day official 
records six months apart required of 
those that were contending for these 
prizes. I believe $2000 would not be 
too much to offer for this purpose. 
Commence the list at $40 or higher, 
and then descend to $10. I have no 
doubt that such a plan, or a better 
one of like features which might be 
devised by the association, would ra- 
pidly increase its standard bulls and 
their popularity with all clases of 
dairymen. Is it not, if my conclusion 
are true, under a moval obligation to 
the dairymen of our country to select 
its meritious bulls as rapidly as pos- 
sible.?

THREE YEAR OLD WORLD’S REC- 
ORD BROKEN. 


A remarkable record has been made 
at Maplehurst Farms by Lamb & 
Langworthy of East Hamilton, N. Y. 

Lilith Altoana De Kol 112391, a 
senior three-year-old, has just made 
33.60 Ibs. butter in 7 days. This is a 
gain of more than two and one-half 
pounds over any senior three-year-old 
record ever made. This heifer held 





the world’s record for 1911 as a sen- 
ior two-year-old with first calf with 
a record of 27.08 tbs. There are few, 
if any cows that have made a world’s 
record for two succeeding years. 

Her heifer calf was sired by King 
Segis Pontiac, whose dam Pontiac 
Clothilde De Kol 2d has the world’s 
record for semi-official year’s work. 
She made 37.21 tbs. for seven days (a 
world’s record when made) and 145.29 
Ibs. for 30 days. With such official 
backing as this calf has, who can tell 
what she may do in official work.

B. ANDREWS PURCHASES

One of the largest farm transac: 
tions of recent years, for strictly agri- 
cultural purposes, was consummated 
yesterday when B. B. Andrews, owner

It is necessary to 
Another Record keep your ear close 
Shattered. to the ground these 
days in order not to 
be claiming honors that do not belong 
to you. The latest subterranean 
rumbles radiate from Maplehurst 
Farms, East Hamilton, N. Y. 
Messrs. Lamb and Langworthy have 
_given us a brief account of this latest 
Advanced Registry achievement which 
appears on another page. Lilith Al- 
toana De Kol has completely shatter- 
ed the senior three-year-old record 
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formerly held by K. P. Alcartra, own- 
ed by Stevens Bros., Co., Liverpool, 
N. Y. There will be no contest in 
this case as Lilith Altoana De Kol 
has a clear margin of 2.735 Ibs. above 
Alcartra. This seems to indicate that 
the limit of production is still very 
elastic, and- may be indefinitely dis- 
tended. 

When a three-year-old heifer can 
make 33.60 Ibs. of 80 per cent butter 
in 7 days, as Lilith Altoana De Kol 
has done, is it any wonder that ill- 
advised friends of good but less 
competent breeds of dairy cattle be- 
gin to throw stones at the 7-day test? 
Heave away, gentlemen! the distance 
between us is too great for your mis- 
siles to do any harm. 





The Pacific Dairy 
More Knockers. Review has joined 

the list of knockers 
at “Short Period Tests.” What are 
the main contentions of this latest re- 
cruit to the band of distinguished 
puglists? Simply the old chestnut 
that the average per cent of butter 
fat in 7-day tests is higher than the 
average percent of fat for the year; 
and that only one of the 25 highest 
7-day record cows appears among the 
25 highest semi-official yearly records. 

We wonder if the Review has just 
made the discovery that the percent 
of fat is usually higher early in the 
lactation period than it is later on? 
Since the Review classes itself among 
“authorities on dairy matters” we are 
glad that it has found this out, even 
at this late day. We had supposed 
that this was one of the simple facts 
learned in the dairy kindergarten. 
The fact, however, that the Review 
seems not to have mastered even yet 
is that this lacteal trait’ is not an 
“abnormal” and artificially induced 
trait but perfectly normal to a well 
nourished animal. 

The record singled out to illustrate 
this known fact (it seems almost like 
a belated attempt to prove the univer- 
sality of the law of attraction of 
gravitation) is that of Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, and it is pointed out with an 
aparent air of triumph that her aver- 
age of fat for 7 days was 4.32 percent 
while her average for the entire year 
was 3.64 percent. Is it not a little 


astonishing that this “dairy authori- 


ty” did not in the same connection 
point out that other glaring fact, viz: 
that her best day’s milk, early in lac- 
tation, was 106 Ibs. and that her aver- 
age for the year was only a little 
above 75 Ibs. Why rest its case 
against the 7-day test on the one 
charge of “abnormal” percent of fat? 
Why not have greatly strengthened 
the case by pointing out the “abnor- 





mal” yield of milk during the early 7.- 
day test? Evidently this was not a 
whole-souled, but rather a half-hearted 
knock, proceeding from a feeling of 
necessity to follow the lead of Hoard’s 
Dairyman. 

These attacks are always prefaced 
by a lot of verbiage regarding the 
value of 7-day tests when not “forced” 
and made under “ordinary” conditions 
with the cows thin in flesh at time of 
calving, etc. Isn’t this the limit? It 
is a perpetual wonderment to us how 
any paper posing as a “dairy authori- 
ty,’ can continue to rehearse such 
perfectly meaningless stuff. Imagine 
a Cornell crew going to Poughkeepsie 
to win a race with an old scow, crew 
untrained and half-fed; but it would 
be no more ridiculous than trying to 
win a world championship with a 
starved cow, housed on the lee side 
of a straw stack and milked at any 
old time. These are about the “or- 
dinary” conditions they talk so flip- 
pantly about, and records made under 
these conditions are the ones they 
think farmer dairymen would have 
confidence in and would not overtax 
the producing ability of the cow. If 
papers that talk this kind of molly- 
coddle imagine that Holstein-Friesian 
breeders are going to take their cue 
from them and make tests under any 
such kind of conditions, they have got 
another guess coming. 

The claim that such records are in 
any sense a deception is another one. 
The fact that the sun rises in the east, 
is not better known among cattle men 
than that these records indicate the 
limit of production under the most 
favorable conditions that could be af- 
forded at the time. 

Let us glace at that other knock at 
the 7-day test, viz: that only one cow 
out of the twenty-five making the 
highest 7-day records appears in the 
list of twenty-five best yearly records. 
Doubtless this is put forward as a 
clincher, but whoever trier to clinch 
anything with this argument bruises 
his own thumb. It has only been two 
years that semi-official records have 
been recognized by the association. 


Last year out of 4,759 ‘cows making - 


tests only 192 were semi-official yearly 
tests. It will be seen that these rep- 
resent 4 per cent of the whole num- 
ber. It will be seen that one out of 
twenty-five is 4 per cent, and _ the 
proper proportion is maintained. To 
say that a man who makes a good 7- 
day record on a cow and does not 
test her for a year was simply afraid 
he could not make a creditable year’s 
record is a cowardly thrust. It does 
not seem to be necessary for any man 
to have had actual experience to 
realize that there is a vast difference 
in labor and expense between a 7-day

DR. W. A. HENRY ON PARCEL 
POST. 


Early in January I spent some time 
in Washington, attending hearings on 
Parcel Post before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads, 
Jonathan Bourne, Chairman. I soon 
saw that great interests, well organiz- 
ed, were bringing powerful pressure 
to bear against a General Parcel Post 
law. The “Chicago Tribune” of De- 
cember 21, 1911, reports that out of 
the 25,000 petitions received by Con- 
gress, over 99% oppose Parcel Post. 
Congressmen do not read agricultural 
papers; few farmers have appeared 
before the Committee and not many 
of them are writing letters favoring 
Parcel Post. The only well organized 
support steadily at work is the Postal 
Progress League of New York and 
Boston, James L. Cowles, Secretary, 
and the National Grange, Oliver Wil- 
son, Master, Peoria, Illinois. 


I believe the only way to get a gen- 
eral Parcel Post law from the present 
Congress is to have the farmers from 
this time on pour in a steady flood 
of letters pleading for the measure. 

Ten farmers letters are worth a 
thousand petition signatures; and if 
only two or three in a hundred write 
letters we will win, because of num- 
bers. Let the agricultural papers 
keep on publishing Parcel Post mat- 
ter, but always with the admonition 
that the farmers write letters to their 
Congressmen. 

It is my opiion that Senator Bourne’s 
committee will soon report out a new 
and most satisfactory General Parcel 
Post bill. 

I have conferred with a number of 
agricultural editors who are personal 
friends, and they back up the plan 
of setting some day in March or 
April, to be called Farmers’ Parcel 
Post Letter Day, on which day far- 
mers will write letters to their rep- 
resentatives in Congress pleading for 
a General Parcel Post. With a steady 
inpouring of letters for the next 
couple of months, and then a great 
final broadside, we will win.

WEST MICHIGAN HOLSTEIN BREE- 
DERS HOLD ANNUAL MEETING. 


The first annual meeting ‘of the 
West Michigan Holstein Breeder’s 
Association was held at the Board of 
Trade rooms in Grand Rapids, on 
Wednesday, February 7th. Altho the 
day was cold and many country roads 
very nearly impassable for the mem- 
bers to get to and from the trains 
which were running from one to three 
hours behind their schedule time, the 
general interest in this meeting was

Pure-Bred Dairy Cattle.” This paper 
possessed much merit and showed very 
careful thought and study in its pre- 
paration, and we considered it so good 
that I have requested Mr. Reed to 
to furnish a copy for _ publica- 
tion.
